If the exportable agricultural 
surplus in Ireland is not produced 
we shall have no petrol or rubber 
for our transport, no coal for our 
railways, no steel or iron for our 
industries, and no cotton yarn or 


cotton textiles for clothes. Advocat- 


ing the removal of all taxes and 
restrictions on the raw materials of 
the agricultural industry, Mr. 
James M. Dillon, speaking at Rock- 
corry, County Monaghan, vyester- 
day, gave this warning. 

‘* After this war,” he said. 'we 
will have to import a great many 
things, without which the life of the 
country cannot be carried on—such 
as lamp oil, petrol, tea, rubber.

ATTU: END 
IN SIGHT: 
FIERCE 

FIGHTING 


ILITARY authorities predict a 
United States victory in Attu 
within three or four days, 

says a Reuter message from 
Washington. American troops, inch- 
ing forward with bayonets and 
ee in desperate hand-to-hand 
ghting, have broken into the last 
Japanese positions, and Chicagof 
Harbour is immediately threatened 
by a three-pronged American drive 
through rugged country to the south 
and south-west. 

The struggle for many miniature 
Japanese pockets is raging above 
the clouds, with American troops 
pushing doggedly up out of fog- 
filled valleys into brilliant sunshine, 
Snowstorms, violent winds, and 
biting cold alternate with un- 
expected warm spells. 

According to a Navy Department 
communique, American troops are 
attacking the Japanese in their third 
main position on Attu Island. 

“ The United States troops gained 
several important points along the 
ridge south of the Chicagof corridor. 
The Northern forces have penetrated 
part of Fishhook ridge, south-west 
of Chicagof Harbour, and fighting 
continues in order to clear the 
Japanese from high peaks nearby. 
Other United States troops are 
Sweeping the enemy from the ridge 
south of Lake _ Cories. Army 
Liberators, Mitchells and Lightning 
fighters gave effective support. 
Mitchells ‘and Warhawk fighters 
attacked Kiska three times on 
Wednesday, bombing the main 
Japanese camp area and the runway. 
Royal Canadian Air Force pilots 
flew Warhawk fighters in a recent 
Kiska raid,’’—(Reuter. ) 


NO REPRIEVE 
FOR KIRWAN 


The petition for the reprieve of 
Bernard Kirwan, signed by upwards 
of 15,000 persons, which was lodged 
with the Department of Justice on 
Wednesday, has been rejected by 
the Government, so his firm of soli- 
citors, Messrs. D. D. MacDonald and 
Co., 19 Upper Merrion street, 
Dublin, were officially informed by 
the Department at lunch-time yester- 
day.

Earth Tremors on 
the Continent 


An earth tremor rocked many 
parts of Germany last night. In an 
area near Stuttgart roofs and 
chimneys collapsed and a number of 
eople were injured, Frankfurt-on- , 
Maine felt the shocks, and Wurttem- 
berg, Baden, the Bodensee area and 
Alsace were also affected. 

Eastern and Central Switzerland 
was shaken for 44 hours, says the 
German News Agency, heaviest 
shocks being in the Cantons of 
Schaffhausen and Thurgau. 

German Radio says the 
disturbance was caused by displace- 
ment of mineral strata many miles 
down.—( Reuter. ) 

According to the Associated Press 
German Radio reported from Stutt- 
gart that damage was heaviest at 
Belingen. Chinaware, mirrors and 
pictures were broken or damaged 
and ‘‘ strange glows’’ were observed. 
Similar reports came from other 
places, the radio added. 


Belfast Arrest

O prevent a serioys 
4 the public health 
city, the rate at 
raid shelters are being closed up 
has been considerably accelerated 
during the last couple of weeks, The 
majority of the shelters have been 
in a shocking condition, in spite of 
efforts by Corporation 
workers to keep them clean. 

An Irish Times reporter who yes- 
terday inspected some of those 
which have not yet been fitted with 
doors, found them revolting, having 
evidently been used indiscrimi- 
nately as public lavatories, and in 
a state which was nothing short of 
an outrage against decent human 
feelings. One of a number of Cor- 
poration workmen who have been 
employed at cleaning them from 
time to time said: ‘‘They are 
nothing less than cesspools of filth; 
it is a mystery to me that they 
have not caused an_ epidemic. 
Almost as soon as we clean them 
they are quite as bad again. Apart 
from the stench—created by adults 
as well as children — many people 
use them as depositories for 
domestic refuse.’’ 


WANTON DAMAGE 

The contractors. who have been 
putting gates. on the shelters for 
several months past have ex- 
perienced difficulties which held up 
the work for some time, but it has 
been resumed with greater speed 
recently. Four gates are being hung 
on each shelter, three of them 
fixtures, and one fitted with a lock; 
and the contractors and A.R.P. 
authorities complain that in many 
instances the gates are being broken 
down before the  d¢ement whic 
holds the iron hinges are set. In 
some instances whole gates have 
been removed. and in others people 
have broken into the shelters and 
despoiled them. In one congested 
North City area yesterday workers 
were fitting gates to shelters which 
had not been cleaned, and it was 
stated that they will have to await 
their turn for cleaning.

Dunleavy said he went to 
the strand on receiving notification 
of the mine’s presence and saw it 
about a mile and a half out to sea. 
When it was coming into view, of 
people around, witness said he was 
yet unsure whether it was a mine or 
not, and warned them to keep away.

| Sergeant Censured 
at Inquest on 
Donegal Mine Victims 


Ta loss of life could have been avoided if the 

area had been cordoned off by the Sergeant of 
the Civic Guards, was the opinion expressed by the 
coroner's jury at the resumed inquest on the nineteen 
victims of the floating mine explosion at Ballymanus, 
Annagry, Co. Donegal, yesterday.

SERGEANT’S DUTY 

Cross-examined by Mr. O'Donnell, 
solicitor for the next-of-kin, Lieut. 
Dunleavy replied “I thought so” 
when asked if he was aware that 
the Sergeant in charge “at. Annagry 
had failed for three hours to carry 
out his duty. , 

Mr. O’Donnell—You did not 
think it was your duty to get the 
L.D.¥. to cordon off the area?—.No, 

Did you need a rifle to control the 
crowd that night 7?—No. 

So that there is no co-operation 
between the Guards and the Army in 
relation to mines, and that if the one 
neglects their duty it has got nothing 
to do with the other ?—I would not 
say that. 


NARROW ESCAPE 

Daniel Boyle said he was standing 
near the mine when a man arrived 
with a rope and secured it. Other 
men began to pull the mine ashore, 
and the mine, turning over on a 
rock, exploded within seven or eight 
yards of witness. He escaped un- 
injured. i 

Answering Mr. O'Donnell, the 
witness said that there was no truth 
in the story of the mine being dis- 
mantled. 

John Curran said that Lieutenant 
Dunleavy told them on the beach 
that ninety out of one hundred 
British mines were harmless when 
they broke adrift, as the door of 
the mine closed. 

Owen Boyle said that the men 
had been warned by Lieutenant 
Dunleavy, but some paid no atten- 
tion. 

Charging the jury, the Coroner 
said that what was common ground 
in the evidence was that the Garda 
Sergeant should have taken steps 
to have the area cordoned off. 


THE VERDICT 

The jury brought in a verdict, 
after a lengthy absence, that the 19 
men and youths had lost their lives 
as a result of the explosion of the 
mine. They added a rider to the 
effect that the deaths could have 
been avoided if the sergeant of the 
Guards at Annagry had cordoned off 
the immediate vicinity of the mine 
until the arrival of the military. 

Answering the question as to 
whether dent. Dunleavy was 
negligent on the occasion, the jury 
disagreed. - They said they were of 
opinion that the military authorities 
should establish a coast-watching 
post in the vicinity of Ballymanus.

S a first step in the wholesale 
A reorganisation of the railways, 
spoken of in the Dail this week 
by Mr, Lemass, Minister for In- 
dustry and Commerce, the Great 
Southern Railways is breaking with 
tradition next week in taking 
powers afforded by the Minister to 
revisé many hundreds of exceptional 
railway rates set by Statutory Order 
and bring them into conformity with 
modern costs in relation to standard 
rates. By this means the company 
will increase its income appreciably 
during the next six months’ period, 
for revisions under the Order, which 
is termed the Emergency Powers 
(Increase and Cancellation of Excep- 
tional Rates of Great Southern Rail- 
ways) Order, will take effect in one 
month. 

The new Order outflanks the 
machinery provided by the Railways 
Tribunal for this purpose, but the 
existing legal procedure is retained 
to the extent that undertakings 
affected by changes in the excep- 
tional rates may appeal against them 
to the Tribunal within thirty days 
of notice of the changes being made 
by the railway company. Hundreds 
of commodities will be affected by 
the initial changes, and a list of 
these will be published on Monday.

Where appeals are success- 
ful, the company will be obliged to 
refund to the appellant traders the

“CHAIRMAN’S 
COMMENT 


Commenting on the new Order, 
Mr. A. P. Reynolds, the chairman 
of the company, recalled his 
reference at the annual general meet- 
ing of the company to the need for 
increased rates, having regard to the 
poor financial state of the company 
and to the high wage content in the 
total expenditure when compared 
with revenue. ‘** Notwithstanding 
this,” he said, ‘‘new demands were 
made on the company by the trade 
unions, and all railway workers 
have been, or will be, granted 
bonuses. It will be recollected that 
the representative appearing for the 
soe te J before the Wages Tribunal 
emphasised on every occasion that 
if bonuses were awarded rates and 
charges would have to be increased. 
The wages bill for the present year, 
when compared with 1939, will 
show the alarming increase of 
£450,000. With other charges show- 
ing similar increases—fuel alone 
costing £600,000 more than it did 
in 1939—the increase in exceptional 
rates is required for the purpose of 
meeting the high wages rates and 
other increaséd costs. 

“The present Order does not In- 
terfere with the rights enjoyed by 
traders at present; it simply en- 
ables the company to alter charges 
more quickly than it could do here- 
tofore, and, in any event, only ex- 
ceptional rates—rates which are 
less than standard—can be in- 
creased, As all traders know, the 
maximum charging powers of the 
company are laid down in various 
Acts and Orders, and it is a fact 
that the company carries 80 per 
cent, of its traffic at rates substan- 
tially less than the maxima. 


SIMPLER FORMS 


“The company will take the op- 
portunity afforded by the Order to 
simplify its charging arrangements, 
so that rates will be more easily 
understood by the public, and it is 
intended to ensure that there shall 
be no differentiation in charging as 
between one user and another. This 
will enable the company to issue to 
its stations clear and precise state- 
ments as to the rates to be charged. 
and should be- of considerable bene- 
fit to the cemmunity.”’

BOMBED 


OSOUITOES of British Bom- 
MI ber Command, made the 
heaviest attack of the year 
on the Zeiss optical works at Jena, 
Germany, on Thursday night. 
‘‘Bombs fell straight on to this 
vital target in the centre of Jena,’’ 
said yesterday’s British Air Minis- 
try communiqué. 
‘‘ Ignoring the bafloon barrage and 
intense opposition, the raiders 
swooped down to below 200 feet to 
make sure of inflicting maximum 
damage. Both the Carl Zeiss instru- 
ment works and the Scholl glass 
works were hit. Two of our air- 
craft collided in the air over Ger- 
many, and a third is also missing.” 
Two formations of Mosquitoes 
were used, one led by Wing-Com-

M speaking at Portsmouth yes-

“ That attack will be pressed home 
by all the means in our power, for 
we are relentlessly determined io 
destroy fascism and prosecute the 
war against Italy with all the force 
we possess so long as Italy fights 
Hitler’s war. 
“What, the Italians are enduring 
now, and what they are about to 
endure, has been brought upon them 
by Mussolini and his Fascist asso- 
ciliates.

It was Mussolini who 
asked Hitler for the privilege of 
sharing in the bombing of London.

ALI-DAY FIGHTING 


The German News Agency said 
last night:—‘‘From dusk to dawn 
yesterday the Russians continued 
their savage attacks, with very 
strong artillery and tank support. 
Twenty regiments were hurled 
against our lines in close succession, 
each one supported by ten heavy 
tanks of the very latest design. 
German Grenadiers, supported by 
Stukas and battle ‘planes, repulsed 
the . attacks. Twenty-three tanks 
were knocked out by anti-tank and 
anti-aircraft guns, while the Luft- 
waffe smashed 18 of the steel giants. 
‘* Losses of Russian infantry were 
high, and only weak forces succeeded 
in advancing to the German defences. 
They were wiped out in counter- 
thrusts. The high ground immedi- 
ately south of the marshes of the 
Lower Kuban was particularly hotly 
contested. No ground was gained 
by the enemy, but it is expected 
that the Soviet onslaught will be 
continued.” : 


DEFENSIVE BATTLE 


German Radio reports from the 
Kuban last night for the first time 
spoke of heavy ‘‘ defensive ” fighting 
on the Novorossisk sector. The 
breaches made by the Russians :t 
several points on the previous day 
were either eliminated or sealed off, 
the Radio claimed, and German 
counter-attacks pushed back the 
Soviet tanks and infantry.
